sense." 

Mclntire took no credit 
for the idea itself, but 
she did become the point 
person for inviting artists. 
Twelve artists accepted 
the challenge. They were 
to create a work of art 
inspired by something in 
the museum collections. 

Katherine Staelin, who 
hails from Harlem but 
has local ties, presented 
a three-part installation 
titled "With?" The work 
employs three creative 
avenues to tell her story - a painting on linen, digital 
graphics, and teacups positioned by a teapot from the 
museum. 

"The objects are positioned as if at a tea party, but 
the owners aren't there any longer," said Staelin. 

Retired police officer Anthony Days has always 
enjoyed the arts. His own capabilities and interest 
began at a young age 
and were fostered by 
the art instructors in the 
local schools who saw 
his talent. Today he is 
becoming a renaissance 
man with his own space in 
the Hatch Studios building 
in New Bedford. 

Days' inspiration 
for his painting of the 
stone bridge across River 
Road was an old black and 
white photograph of the 
iconic bridge, a bridge he 
has seen all his life and of 
which he never tires. He 
said that he hoped preservation of the bridge was a high 
priority for the town.

Kent McCormack's photograph titled "A Night 
At The Museum" is the photographer's use of the 
medium to "freeze moments in time." He has been a 
photographer for over 30 years capturing the ordinary 
and the extraordinary. His creativity runs the gambit, as 
McCormack is also a chef. 

"Evaporation", a series of three prints by Anna 
Van Voorhis, was inspired by the saltworks industry that 
once thrived along the shores of Mattapoisett. The blue 
tones represent the ocean waters used to extract the salt 
crystals. Van Voorhis grew up in town and later earned an 
M.F.A. in sculpture and ceramics from the University of 
Minnesota. 

And what would a New England museum be 
without a whale? Ryan McFee's black whale is a tour 
de force, a large wooden sculpture that glows with back 
lighting - a piece he described as both "realism and 
surrealism." 

It is fitting that Peter Michael Martin's piece, 
"Prevailing Southwesterly", a white line woodcut, is 
hung below the nautical map made by Clifford Ashley, 
the inspiration for Martin's submission. Martin, a well- 
known local educator and artist, is currently enjoying rave 
reviews of his installation work titled "Moby Dick" at the 
Cape Cod Museum of Art in Dennis. Martin's theme of 
souls struggling against all odds and against the might 
and savagery of the seas is handled with precision and 
control.

St. George Tucker Aufranc's "Dream of the Artie 
Circle" in teak is a clean form with a complex meaning. 
The work hangs high on the wall where its full scale can 
be most appreciated. It was inspired by local whaling 
ships built in Mattapoisett and sailed over to the Artie. 
This piece of wooden sculpture is his homage to the brave 
sailors who made those trips. 

Photography was the medium used by Peter 
Mello to share his deep love and concern for our children 
and the impact of global warming. The photographs of 
his daughter, Joy, and her friends include the children's 
answers to issues likely to be significant to their lives in 
2100. The answers are as haunting as they are insightful. 
Mello has studied photography at Connecticut College. 

A large work from the hand of artist Joanne 
Mogilnicki, titled "Cogs and Gears", is an impressive 
acrylic on watercolor paper. She used 19 th century 
machine and handmade tooling native to Mattapoisett's 
earliest industries as her inspiration. It is, as she described 
it, a work that blends ingenuity, art, and engineering as 
"lodestars" for progress and innovation. Mogilnicki is a 
faculty member at Old Rochester Regional High School. 

The wooden wall sculpture by John Middleton 
titled "Tidal Clocks" repeats a box-like pattern with 
changing color themes like weathered wood or driftwood 
that gives each of the four square pieces their own 
personality while rhythmically maintaining the structural 
integrity. The work is reminiscent of wooden boxes 
from local sawmills, an industry that once flourished in 
Mattapoisett. 

And last, but not least, standing in the carriage 
house of the museum complex is a tall tower crafted from 
cardboard, paper, and crayon created by Center School 
third-graders depicting the clock tower at Mattapoisett's 
Center School.

In the Beginning, there was Rochester

The last of the Tri-Town tours should have 
been the starting point. After all, Rochester was, in the 
beginning, the only town that existed in what we know 
today as the Tri-Town area. Marion and Mattapoisett 
were only villages within its borders. But that's not all, 
Wareham was also once part of Rochester. 

That aside, on June 29 the final installment of the 
Healthy Tri-Town Coalition's walking tours stepped off at 
Plumb Corner in Rochester. Here, where Route 105 - also 
known as Rounseville Road -meets New Bedford Road 
and Mary's Pond Road was once the beating heart of this 
rural community. There was a meetinghouse (or several as 
time went by), a school, a library, a water trough, a public 
fresh water pump, and a cemetery. Today, many of those 
features remain. 

Leading the tour was retired educator and 
'home girl' Connie Eshbach, and longtime member of the 
Rochester Historical Society, Susan LaFleur. In their tag- 
team presentation, they gave an impressive overview of 
Rochester's past life. 

Threatening skies may have kept sojourners 
home, but undaunted by clouds they persisted. On hand 
to thank them for their efforts was now the recently- 
retired assistant superintendent of the Old Rochester 
Regional (ORR) School District, Dr. Elsie Frangos, 
who assisted in the formation of the Healthy Tri-Town 
Coalition, a group focused on the physical and emotional 
wellbeing of youths and their families in the ORR system 
and partner in the Tri-Town tours. 

LaFleur said that Rochester was incorporated in 
1686 and the King of England distributed land grants. 
Those land owners were called "proprietors." One such

proprietor was Mark Haskell who received 
rights to lands along today's New Bedford 
Road in 1692. 

LaFleur shared that, prior to arriving 
in Rochester, Haskell had lived in Salem and 
was in the process of being conscripted as a 
juror in the Salem witch trials. Haskell did 
not believe in witches or in the guilt placed 
on those doomed women and girls. Thus, 
he hightailed it out of town, traveling to 
Boston and Lakeville before settling down in 
Rochester. 

Haskell had a large family of six 
children, many of whom built homes near 



their parents on New Bedford Road. At 
one time in the town's history, some 10 or 
more homes along the roadway belonged 
to a Haskell. Haskell served as the first 
town clerk and first record keeper for the 
town. It is also believed that he was the 
first person buried in the cemetery nearby 
The first meetinghouse located in the area 
was his home. 

LaFleur noted that today in the 21 st 
century, not a single Haskell descendent 
resides in the area. 

"They scattered with most going to 
California," she said.

added to the fabric 
of history being 
sown by LaFleur, 
saying, "Marion 
and Mattapoisett 
were known as 
'daughter towns/" 

She explained that 
one of the rationales 
presented to Old 
Colony Court 
around 1680 for 
the separation of 
Wareham, Marion, 
and Mattapoisett from 
Rochester was the difficulty in attending town meetings. 
Such a large landmass made it difficult for those living 
farther away from Plumb Corner to attend those critical 
functions. 

Of the early proprietors in Rochester there were 
the Hammonds, Winslows, and Ellises, surnames that can 
still be found in the town registers. Eshbach said that the 

first Ellis in Rochester had 
arrived in America on the 
Mayflower. 

Eshbach asked the 
assembled to imagine 
Rochester at a time when 
the town greens were used 
to pasture farm animals 
or to collect fresh water. 

If modern day cars could 
have been erased, one 
could easily imagine those 
days. That intersection is 
now a major local traffic 
connector. 

The first church erected 
in Rochester was located where the cemetery now rests, 
Eshbach stated. She said that pews in the church were 
sold to families and those monies were used to help 
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support the church. She continued saying that tithing 
was a serious matter not taken lightly in those days as 
generous giving was expected. 

Sunday church services were an equally serious 
affair, Eshbach said, with early morning services followed 
by a noon repast and then a return to the church for 
afternoon prayers. The entire day was dedicated to church 
without exceptions. 

By 1714, the first meetinghouse was too small and 
was replaced, but not before serving the community for 
94 years. In 1760 a third meetinghouse was erected. Being 
frugal New Englanders, several of the early meetinghouse 
structures were repurposed buildings moved and halved, 
giving them new life and new meaning to the locals. 

Standing on the town greens, the tour group 
was led into what is today the Congregational Church 
built in 1837 by local builder and architect Solomon K. 
Eaton. It is a gothic revival, Eshbach said. At the time of 
its construction it cost $5,000, a rather princely sum, but 
money well spent considering the beauty and intricacy 
of the structure. It speaks to the skill held by those early 
tradesmen - deeply carved woodwork surrounding the 
organ gallery in a loft space, complete with an image 
of Queen Victoria and a cathedral-like ceiling. It was 
speculated that the structure needs approximately 
$100,000 in today's money to finish all repairs and 
renovations. 

Eshbach said that Rochester believed in educating 
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its children and pointed to the adjacent building, saying it 
had once housed the Rochester Academy, the brainchild 
of Reverend Bigelow, Dr. King, and Dr. Haskell in 1839. 
The students were taught English, Latin, and Greek, but 
only in the winter months when farming was much less a 
pressing matter of life and death. 

"Rochester was the highwater mark of country 
living," Eshbach rather proudly added - a center of "high 
thinking" with an emphasis on being well informed on 
current events. 

Rochester's original town hall was built in 1854 
and was also a school at one time where students who 
were not attending Rochester Academy could go. In 1892, 
the current town hall was constructed for $2,000. The 
building is a Queen Anne structure. At one time, LaFleur 
said, the police department was located in the basement, a 
tiny 16-foot by 16-foot room. 

The Civil War monument placed in 1927 in front 
of town hall honors the 81 men who volunteered to fight. 
It cost $1,200 to build and consists of one large boulder 
weighting some 11 tons, flanked by granite wings. 

LaFleur shared that the last known Civil War veteran to 
have lived in Rochester was George Randall at the age of 
90. 

From the vantage point of the old horse trough, 
the tour guides directed attention across the road to two 
private homes. Eshbach said that 1 Mary's Pond Road had 
been a store moved to its current location by 40 oxen. It 
also once served as a tavern and post office. 

The large white clapboard residence adjacent to it 
was once a shop that sold ready-made clothing and cloth. 
But Eshbach said most of the cloth was shipped south, as 
were the finished goods, to be used as rough clothing or 
"slop" cloth for the salves. 

In the cemetery itself where the tour ended, 
LaFleur pointed out one grave believed to be the resting 
place of Lt. Winslow who served in the French and Indian 
War. She explained that records were incomplete and held 
few details, but given the date inscribed on his headstone, 
1756, he could have died in battle. 

LaFleur said that many of the early slate tablets 
that mark graves have crumbled away over the centuries. 
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making identification of the people at rest there nearly 
impossible. All things must come to an end.

Rochester Close to Electricity Aggregation 
Agreement 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

An agreement is in the works for Rochester's 
participation in the Southeastern Regional Planning 
& Economic Development (SRPEDD) Community 
Aggregation, a multi-municipality "bulk-buying" Costco- 
of-sorts' way of locking-in the lowest electricity rates for 
citizens of the now 20 towns in the group. 

Rochester Town Meeting voted on May 20 to join 
the community electricity aggregation (CEA). 

Rochester Town Administrator Suzanne Szyndlar 
told the Rochester Board of Selectmen on July 1 that she 
and town counsel are reviewing a draft service agreement 
provided by Good Energy, the consultant in charge of 
what Good Energy employee John O'Rourke once said 
does all the "heavy lifting" in setting Rochester up in 
the CEA and ultimately putting bids out on behalf of 
Rochester and the other 19 towns to lock-in the lowest 
electricity rate. 

Szyndlar said she anticipates having the 
agreement ready for selectmen's signatures at the next 
regularly scheduled meeting. 

"After that agreement is all set. I'm going to 
schedule a hearing ... at a future [Board of Selectmen] 
meeting as one of the requirements," said Szyndlar. 

The agreement will then be made available for 
the public to view during a mandated two-week period to 
review the plan. 

All residents are automatically entered into the 
CEA and will not notice a difference in their electric 
service, aside from the lower electricity rate and will 
still receive just one bill from Eversource. The only 
information that would be different on the bill would 
be the name of the electricity provider. Eversource will 
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remain the distributor and still be in charge of metering, 
billing, and maintenance of the power lines. 

The CEA is an "opt-out" program, meaning 
residents who do not wish to participate are allowed to 
withdraw without any penalties at any time simply by 
calling Eversource to inform them. 

O'Rourke told the selectmen back in March that 
the other 19 municipalities of the CEA comprised of 
434,461 residences have cumulatively saved about $14 
million between 2016-2019. 

In other matters. Selectman Greenwood "Woody" 
Hartley gave vague reference to a recent resignation of 
an Old Rochester Regional School District employee and 
after the meeting identified that employee as the district's 
business administrator, Paul Kitchen. 

Hartley said the circumstances surrounding 
the resignation, which he would not elaborate on, are 
"very disturbing at the district level," considering an 
unspecified situation as being "incredibly incompetent 
business management." 

"He's gone?" Selectmen Chairman Paul Ciaburri 
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asked Hartley surprisingly. 

"I'm very concerned where that leaves us and 
I'm very concerned why, and I think we all should be," 
Hartley said. 

In that follow-up with The Wanderer after the 
meeting. Hartley would only say that he heard about the 
news from people speaking about it at a local Tri-Town 
coffee shop. 

The Wanderer was unable to reach a representative 
from the Old Rochester Regional School District to 
confirm the resignation and for further details before this 
week's early Monday night deadline due to the July 4 
holiday. 

The next regularly scheduled meeting of the 
Rochester Board of Selectmen is scheduled for July 15 at 
6:00 pm at the Rochester Town Hall. 

Drainage Issues Plague Plans 

Marion Conservation Commission

A Notice of Intent filing by William Knight, 0 
Oakdale Avenue, and represented by engineer David 
Davignon found Davignon in the position of educating 
abutters, while trying to get the Marion Department of 
Public Works (DPW) to respond to his inquiries. 

Knight's plan for the undeveloped but disturbed 
lot includes the construction of a single-family home with 
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When asked if the Marion DPW has been 
maintaining the drainage system, Thomas Webster, 34 
Oakdale Avenue, voiced a resounding "No." Davignon 
said that requests made for information regarding the 
system had gone unanswered by the DPW. 

Walsh asked Davignon to try and get a letter 
from the DPW confirming that they are in agreement with 
allowing the private party to make improvements to the 
municipal system. 

"We want to make sure we're not impacting that 
small beach," Walsh said. 

Webster was then asked to share his concerns. He 
said that the lot in question "has been an ecosystem for 
forever." 

"The previous owner stripped the lot and brought 
in fill," said Webster. "Where were you then?" 

Webster said those activities took place 10 or 15 
years ago. 

He was then asked if he had contacted the 
Conservation Commission at that time. He said he didn't 
know anything about the commission. Webster continued 
to try and explain that stormwater continuously 
drains onto his lot and became much worse with the 
development on Sarah Sherman Drive. 

"I believe we are trying to fix that," said 
Davignon, adding that Knight's plans would allow water 
to flow underground and discharge into the cove. Webster 
was invited to step up and look at the plans. He was 
also given a copy and told that updated plans are also 
available for public review in the conservation office. 

"I just want to keep water off my land!" Webster 
said, adding, "Everything looks good on paper." 

Davignon said he'd like to educate the public 
about the process saying, "There will be an order of 
conditions linked to the deed." He said that when 
construction is completed, the property owner needed 
to request a Certificate of Compliance, a document that 
required certification from an engineer that work was 
completed as planned to avoid a lien against the property. 

The hearing was continued until July 10. 

In other business, a Notice of Intent filed by 22 
Cove Street LLC was continued until July 10, and three 
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Requests for Determination of Applicability all received 
Negative determinations. Those filings were: Emmanuel 
de Costa, 163 Cross Neck Road, for the installation 
of a chain link fence; Town of Marion Conservation 
Commission for herbicide treatment on Planting Island 
Road for the eradication of Japanese Knotweed; and 
Tabor Academy - Daggett House, 275 Front Street, for the 
construction of an accessibility ramp. 

The next meeting of the Marion Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for July 10 at 7:00 pm and will 
be held in the Marion Music Hall front reading room. 


Board Discusses Snow Subdivision Project 
Sans Shouting 

Mattapoisett Planning Board

Mattapoisett Planning Board Chairman Tom 
Tucker promised engineer Rich Rheaume on July 1 that 
this time he wouldn't yell at him during this continuation 
of Scott Snow's Form C Definitive Subdivision Plan public 
hearing and he followed through with that promise. 

Snow's prior continued public hearings were 
unlike this one that was seemingly contention-free and 
short, lasting roughly only 20 minutes. 

All that was up for discussion this time were the 
easement drafts from Snow's attorney, which Planning 
Board member Janice Robbins said needed more specific 
notation on what the easements were for rather than 
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a general mention of the presence of an easement at 
various lots at Snow's proposed subdivision at 6 and 8-8R 
Prospect Road. 

"These are not set up correctly and not one of 
the easements have a purpose," said Robbins. "They 
just created an easement... but it doesn't describe the 
purpose." 

Robbins pointed out that the language locates 
easements on lot titles but does not describe the nature of 
the easements, which she said is necessary. 

"It should describe the purpose because it's not 
for any other purpose," Robbins said, adding that she 
doubted the attorney correctly understood the ownership 
of the lots and thought Snow would be acquiring Lots 1-5. 

Rheaume said he would seek to reconcile the 
correct grantor of the easements and purposes of the 
easements, and the board agreed that prior issues with 
the plan and the requested waivers have been resolved. 
However, the board was not comfortable accommodating 
Rheaume's request that the board approve a schedule for 
the releasing of the lots that night. 

"When the time comes, [Snow] will come before 
the board and say [he would] like to release this lot and 
we'll know what the status of the project completion is," 
said Robbins. 

The board continued the hearing until July 15 
pending the return of the corrections to the easements 
and the homeowners' association agreement. 
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Immediately after. Tucker requested a brief recess 
to speak privately with Snow outside the Town Hall and 
was back 30 seconds later. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Planning 
Board is scheduled for July 15 at 7:00 pm at the 
Mattapoisett Town Hall. 


Board Continues Most Hearings for Next Time

The Rochester Planning Board on June 26 found 
itself flying through its agenda after several applicants 
requested continuances, reducing the two pages down to 


just one opened public hearing. 

Matt Moyen of PetroTech Consultants presented 
the details of the plan for new pollution controls at the 
solid waste to renewable energy facility at 141 Cranberry 
Highway owned by Covanta SEMASS. New pollution 
controls will be located completely within the existing 
developed site and among several existing structures, 
resulting in no substantive changes to the number of 
employees or conditions at the site. The multiphase 
project will be implemented over a number of years. 

The public hearing was closed, with the possibility of 
the hearing being reopened again on July 9, should it be 
needed. 

In other business, the board approved the back lot 
special permit for Susan Trahan, 243 Mattapoisett Road. 

The public hearing for large-scale photovoltaic 
installation special permit application filed by SWEB 
Development USA for 0 Marion Road, owned by 
Rochester Farms, LLC, was continued until July 9 at the 
request of the applicant. 

Two public hearings running tandem with each 
other were also continued until July 9 at the request 
of the applicants: Sofia Darras, 565 and 0 Rounseville 
Road, for a special permit pertaining to drainage work 
and an Approval Not Required application; REpurpose 
Properties for 0 Rounseville Road for an age-restricted 
housing development. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Planning Board 
is scheduled for July 9 at 7:00 pm at the Rochester Town 
Hall. 


'Hobby' Shop Receives Variance 

Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals

With only one hearing on the June 27 agenda, the 
Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals (ZBA) might have 
had an easy meeting. But variances are one of the more 
difficult requests the ZBA has to study while determining 
the merits of an application, and abutters' concerns must 
be taken into consideration. Such was the case when 
Christopher Gerrior, a Rochester native and member of 
Rochester's Conservation Commission, filed his request 
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seeking a variance for the construction of an over-sized 
accessory building to be used as a woodworking shop 
along with a second structure to house a portable sawmill. 

Gerrior read from a prepared declaration of his 
reasons for requesting a variance. He noted that when he 
purchased and built his home in 2014, it was always with 
the intention of placing a woodworking shop and sawmill 
in the front yard of his 1 Perez Smith Lane location. He 
explained that other locations in the 11-acre parcel could 
not be used due to their location near or within wetlands 
and that constructing in those areas would produce 
disturbances to the environment that would equate to 
more costly construction methods. Those two points were 
his primary reasons for believing a variance was in order. 

Gerrior's third and stickier point was that the 
variance requested would not cause problems for the 
neighbors. On that point things got heated. 

Diana Murphy said that parcels she owns in 
the area share an ancient way that runs directly through 
Gerrior's property granting her rights that might impact 
Gerrior's plans. 

Richard Medeiros whose residential lot abuts 
Gerrior's said that a stone wall along Perez Smith Lane 
actually was on his property and he was concerned that 
sawmill activities with heavy trucks using the narrow 
roadway would be problematic. He also said that the 
sawmill would be noisy, disturbing the peaceful use of his 
property. 
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Abutter Judy Schaaf submitted a four-page letter 
that most of the ZB A had not had time to read. She was 
asked to summarize her concerns. 

Schaaf questioned the application's accessory 
structure measuring 36 feet by 60 feet and contained a 
loft area. Schaaf said that the bylaws did not allow for 
accessory buildings to have a second floor. That was her 
main complaint, but she also voiced concerns over the 
noise the sawmill would create. The second structure 
proposed was a 12-foot by 24-foot three-sided shed that 
would be used to protect the sawmill itself. Schaaf said 
that such a structure would not mitigate the noise level. 

"I'm a professor: I work at home," she said; thus, 
noise from a loud engine would be a problem. 

Several times throughout the proceedings Gerrior 
said that the purpose of the accessory buildings was to 
replicate a woodworking shop his father had had on 
his Rochester property prior to selling that parcel and 
downsizing. He said it was always the family's intention 
to place his father's substantial collection of tools in a new 
shop they would share. Gerrior further said that lumber 
removed from his father's property had been relocated to 
his property, although he also had a forestry plan for his 
property and had been exercising his right to cut lumber. 

Gerrior explained that the woodworking activity 
was "only a hobby", one that the three generations of the 
family wanted to continue to enjoy together. 

The discussion and debate continued for nearly 
two hours and became increasingly tense. Medeiros 

asked, "What's the need for such a large building if this is 
just a hobby?" He inquired if the structures would have 
utilities and if noise levels would increase. He also added, 
"In that area there are at least four retirees home all day. 
Like me, they want their peace and quiet." 

Gerrior countered that he liked quiet also and that 
the hobby shop wouldn't be used every day all day long, 
but intermittently. He said he was open to restrictions on 
days and times for running the sawmill. 

In the end, the ZBA agreed with Gerrior, but not 
before Medeiros continued to try and argue against the 
variance. He was repeatedly being told by Chairman 
David Arancio that the public portion of the meeting 
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was closed and he had to be quiet. This only seemed to 
inflame Medeiros who eventually stormed out of the 
meeting swearing under his breath. 

The ruling was that Gerrior could construct the 
accessory buildings in the front yard, which is some 400 
feet away from Walnut Plain Road, that the loft could 
only be used for storage, and that the buildings would 
not have plumbing, could not be converted into habitable 
spaces, could only be used for personal activities, could 
not be used for business activities. Furthermore, the 
sawmill would only be used between the hours of 10:00 
am and 6:00 pm, and a 100-foot long line of evergreens 
would be planted to the south for screening and noise 
mitigation.

Since 2016, the New 
England Coastal Wildlife Alliance (NECWA) has been 
studying this population of terrapins in the Southcoast 
area, including the towns of Mattapoisett, Marion, and 
Wareham. As NECWA continues to study this species, 
we realize that we need your help. No one knows your 
hometown better than you! This beautiful turtle is the 
only North American species that lives in brackish water, 
such as salt marshes and estuaries. In the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts, Diamondback Terrapins are classified 
as threatened due to habitat loss and environmental 
destruction. 

There are many threats to Diamondback 
Terrapins that live in Mattapoisett, Marion, and the 
surrounding areas. Development in coastal areas, 
increases in coastal erosion, and other negative impacts 
of climate change have reduced the amount of suitable 
nesting habitat for this species. And the increase 
in animals that eat terrapins or predate their nests, 
including raccoons, skunks, and foxes, have impacted the 
population and reduced the number of successful nests 
each season. 

From June through mid-July, female terrapins 
come out of the marshes and estuaries to lay their nests 
on beaches, lawns, and other sandy areas. As these 
females search for a suitable place to nest, they can find

Shaerf. Running time: 79 minutes. No MPA A rating.

The thesis of David Shaerf's swift, engaging 
documentary Call Us Ishmael is simple: Herman Melville's 
gigantic, narratively skimpy, intolerable, beloved Great 
American Novel Moby-Dick has the power to turn some 
of its readers into Ahabs, pursuing the white whale of 
the book. The movie isn't titled Call Us Ahab, though, 
so Shaerf seems to speak for a gentler, more productive 
mode of obsession, and a less threatening way for the 
reader to be drawn in by the work. Instead of being 
maimed and then ultimately pulled into the deep, the 
readers seen in the film are, like Ishmael, taken along for 
a ride, a ride that sometimes usurps months or years of 
their creative lives — and for some, the ride hasn't ended 
and possibly won't. 

Take, for example, the yearly ritual at the Whaling 
Museum in New Bedford, Massachusetts, which since 
1995 has hosted the Moby-Dick Marathon. People get up 
and read aloud sequentially from the book until the entire 
book has been heard. It usually takes about 25 hours. Can 
you imagine dozens of people sitting, standing, reading, 
listening, lying about in sleeping bags, for better than a 
day, with any other book? Well, they do — this past May, 
UCLA's annual Marathon Reading tackled The Handmaid's 
Tale and Octavia Butler's Parable novels. But, of course, 
UCLA's inaugural marathon dealt with, yep, Moby-Dick 
— a year after the Whaling Museum started it. Anyway, 
Call Us Ishmael is about five minutes old when it shows 
some footage from the Moby-Dick Marathon. Maybe 
you're in it. 

From there, Shaerf moves on to various artists 
who've been inspired by the novel, and that's what most 
of the rest of the movie addresses. Shaerf has the same 
story as many others: he tried it under duress in school, 
loathed it, went back to it years later, got hooked. First 
of all, this very thing is why I have never believed in 
summer-reading lists for high school, even though the 
selection has opened up to popular youth novels in the 
last decade or two. A teenager is not ready to assimilate 
what Melville is doing — I don't care how smart and 
mature the teenager is. You need some life and loss and 
pain under your belt to appreciate a lot of literature, and 
in the case of a stark raving weird novel like Moby-Dick 
you need the patience and the willingness to submit to 
someone else's overpowering vision for a while, with no 
clear narrative carrots on a stick. 

But the familiar story of someone who bounces 
off of Moby-Dick , spends ten, twenty, thirty, forty years 



away, and then for 
some reason is lured 
back to it and now 
rises to it — we 
hear that again and 
again in Call Us 
Ishmael. The artists 
Shaerf talks to are 
usually interesting, 
sometimes a little abashed by talking about how 
completely the book subsumed their lives. Matt Kish gets 
a lot of time, possibly because he did art for the movie and 
its marketing; he discusses his book Moby-Dick in Pictures , 
wherein he made a piece of art for each page of Melville. 
The project took Kish a year and a half (and we see his 
bemused girlfriend remembering the long process); 
another artist in the film, Frank Stella, took a decade and 
a half to complete his journey with the book. We see art 
students who responded to the work in various ways; 
we see musicians (Patrick Shea, Laurie Anderson) who 
recorded literal or allusive songs about it. 

The only medium Moby-Dick has never fully stuck 
to is the very medium Shaerf works in, and he covers that 
a bit. The most famous adaptation was, of course, John 
Huston's 1956 effort, whose reception was mixed. It's a 
fine strong Huston movie but it doesn't really convey 
Melville, only his plot, which isn't the book's strong point. 
There have been several film versions; my ironic favorite 
might be the 1930 attempt (with John Barrymore), which 
doesn't even pretend to be faithful to the story (Ahab 
reunites with his true love Joan Bennett at the end, and 
Ishmael doesn't figure into it at all). Two made-for-TV 
whacks at the material (with Patrick Stewart and William 
Hurt as mad Ahab, respectively) came and went without 
much notice. If there were to be a point to another film 
adaptation today, it would need to be a $250 million 
monstrosity in IMAX, with Daniel Day-Lewis emerging 
from retirement to give us his Ahab, under the direction 
of Spielberg, bringing his catalog nearly full circle. (As it 
is. Jaws is probably about as close to a pure-cinema riff on 
some Moby-Dick elements as we're going to get.) 

Ultimately, Call Us Ishmael allows that the book is 
so many things to so many people — and maybe it speaks 
most clearly to those with a touch of obsession — because 
it seems to encompass everything. All those passages 
about whaling aren't just "about whaling" — you're 
getting an immersive education in the society, economy, 
and even ecology of the world it sets up. It gives you the 
bare bones of what screenwriting guru Robert McKee says 
is necessary for a story — an object of desire, and someone 
who desires it — but then surrounds it with flesh made 
of anecdote and cetology. The thing is insane and difficult 
and, for those in this film, rewarding and inspiring. But is 
the book really ever done with them? Call Us Ishmael tells 
the compelling and, when you think about it, frightening 
story of a literary classic that acts like the monster under 
the bed, grabbing readers' ankles and pulling them into 
its hot close darkness. Ayuh, there goes another one.

Syringes 

Many local police departments offer 24/7 
prescription medication drop-boxes for the safe disposal 
of unused or expired medications. Medications that can 
be disposed of in the drop-boxes include prescription 
ointments, prescription medications, medication patches, 
and samples, as well as over the counter medications, 
vitamins, and pet medications. Lotions, liquids, and 
non-prescription ointments are not permitted. For 
your privacy, please remember to remove all personal 
identification before placing items in the drop-box. In 
Mattapoisett, the medication drop-box is in the lobby of 
the Police Station, located at 64 County Road (Route 6). 

For the safe disposal of needles and syringes, 
sharps containers are available free of charge from the 
Mattapoisett Police Station and the Public Health Nurse's 
office. Used sharps containers may be returned to the 
Public Health Nurse's office for safe and proper disposal 
of these items. 

The safe and proper storage and disposal of 
all medications, needles, and syringes helps to prevent 
accidents or misuse. These items should always be stored 
in a secure location, out of sight and out of reach of 
children.
